As the time for the trial of John O'Neil, 


Jr., indicted for the murder of Mrs. Hattie 
E. McCloud, late ot Bucfcland, approaches 
there is the keenest interest in the result. 
As far as can be judged from the reports 
that corns from the jail, the prisoner is 
confident that he will be acquitted and 
ipproaches the trial with confidence. 
The trial commences at 9 o'clock next 


Monday morning, and as soon as some 
formalities are observed the work will be 
commenced of selecting a jury. 


Chief Justice Mason is to preside and 


he will arrive on Sunday, probably. 
Judges Sheldon and Fesseaden will sit 
with him and both are already in town. 


District Attorney Hammond is now 


dble to get about on crutches, and he will 
be present and assist Attorney General 
KnowltoD, who will have charge of the 
government case. Frederick L. Greene, 
who has as close and thorough knowledge 
>f the details as any man connected with 
it, will also assist in the trial. His an 
open secret that the government has a 
stronger case than the people are aware 
of. 


Messrs. Beer & Dowlin and Charles J. 


Parkhurat, all of North Adams, will guard 
the interests of the prisoner. Not an in- 
timation of what the defense is to be has 
reached the public. It is assumed that as 
senior counsel Mr. Parkhurst will cross- 
examine the witnesses and make' the 
closing argument tor the defense. 


The evidence will be taken by four men 


stenographers, all under the direction of 
Miss Mary I. Swift, the official court sten- 
ographer. Each stenographer will work, 
taking notes only about five minutes at a 
time, and. at once retire to the grand jury 
loom and dedicate the notes to an expert 
typewriter. With four stenographers and 
four typewriters the evidence will be in 
typewritten form as aoon as the adjourn- 
ment is reached at each session. . Charles 
N. Stoddard, a Greenfield boy and student 
at Williams, will act as indexer. 


The government will call between 80 


and 90 witnesses and the defense between 
30 and 40. All witnesses will be excluded 
from the courtroom until their turn comes 
to testify. A special venire of 100 has 
been issued ar-d from these the jury will 
be selected. Each side has the right to 
peremptorily challenge 22. 


It is expected that a jury will be secured 


sometime during the first day. If there is 
sufficient time it is probable that the jury 
will be taken at once to Sbelburne Falls 
to visit the scene of the crime and the 
roads leading to it. Both'sides are de- 
sirous of having this done. 


After the jury has been selected each 


member wilt t>e allowed to write to his 
family, and such letters will be sent with- 
out being inspected by the court. That 
is the last communication that the jurors 
will be allowed to have with the outside 
world until the trial is concluded. The 
jurors, when out of the court room, will 
be'qnartered at the Mansion House and 
will be constantly under the supervision 
of the deputy sheriff. They will be allowed 
to smoke tobacco and play cards if they 
desire, but of course they will not be el- 
lowed to nee the newspapers. 


Every deputy sheriff in the county will 


be on duty during the trial. The press 
representatives will be placed in the seats 
usually reserved for witnesses. 


Sheriff Chenery has determined that 


when the seating capacity of the court 
room has been reached that no more peo. 
jle shall be admitted. During the Me- 
Millln and the Randall trials the court 
rooms were so crowded as to interfere to 
a certain extent with the trials. The bar 
space will be reserved for members of the 
bar. 


Opinions vary as to the length of the 


trial. No one familiar with the tacts esti- 
mate leas than a week and from that 
to llduys.

The ship will probably arrive some 


time tomorrow and is billed to sa;l July 
20, on her return voyage. 
The steamer's 


officers are rushed with business and out- 
fitting stores are taxed to their utmost 
capacity, to supply the wants of those who 
are getting ready to make the trip.

Port Townsend, Wash., July 18.—At 3 


o'clock this Saturday morning the steam- 
ship from St. Michaels for Seattle passed 
up the sound with more than a ton of 
solid gold on board and 68 passengers.

BIRDS A3»l» WO.T1KVS HATS. 


There are a good many women in North 


Ad ims who are liable to arrest and fine 
bee inse of their hats. They are not law- 
br< alters except in one respect—the hat 
•in of wearing bird's plumage thereby be- 
Vrr accessories to the murder of our song- 
sters the world over. 


The text of the law which should mako 


bii d plumage scarcer than chicken's 
te< th on women's hats, is as follows: 


Whoever has in his possession the body 


or feathers ot rny bird whose taking or 
kn'ine is prohibited by section 4 of chap- 
ter 'J76 ot the acts of the year 3SSG, or 
vt'irs such feathers for the purpose of 
cin 39 or ornament, shall be punished as 
piovided in said section; provided, that 
thi-. act shall not bo construed to prohibit 
persons having the certificate provided 
forinsaic. section from taking or killing 
BU< h biids; and provided, further, that 
this act shall not apply to natural hir.toiy 
assnciarons or to the proprietors of mu- 
eeurns, or other collections for scientific 
purposes, 


Now, most women will not be able to 


show that their birded hats are in the in- 
teiests of science or anything elso save 
vanity and milliners' bills. Accordingly, 
the woman bedecked with bird's feathers 
is ;,ener«lly a law-breaker in Massachu- 
setts today, for the few birds the law al- 
lows to be killed aro not worth a pica- 
yune for ornamentation. The only birds 
which are excused from this protection 
art Eugl.'s.i sparrows, crow blackbirds, 
crows, jays, birds of prey and wild geese. 
None of those for our Jidy's hat, thank 
you. 


The Boston chief of police has just sent 


or.' general warning to all the largo stores 
of Boston regarding the law. He says 
th it this new bird law will be compara- 
th ely easy of enforcement, for the feath- 
er.-, whose bird owners it is desired to pro- 
*ei t are worn conspicuously and are of no 
•,v .sequence unless they are so worn. 
Htnce the o3ender against the law adver- 
tises her offense to the world. Another 
reason is that the retailers and milliners 
Luv of the wholesalers. But if every 
wholesale establishment is prohibited 
fTi-m even having these feathers in pos- 
ee^sion, as they are by the law, then the 
persons who depend upon them for sup- 
ply will have their source cut 
off. 


Many of the influential women of the 


stnte, socially prominent in Boston and 
all the large places, are behind this law. 
Many of them are members of the Audo- 
Don society which was organinzed abouc 
two years ago for the express purpose of 
p-eventing the ruthless and needless 
shiushter of millions of birds in our own 
and other countries. 


Let the women cease to wear the plu- 


mage of our songsters or let them take 
the consequences. An enforcement so- 
ck ty among our local bird-lovers is very 
much iii order. 


and em phasis upon one vital point in the 
life of every community, whether rural 
or city,—unity of purpose and action. A 
united and harmonious community means 
strength and advancement, as Dr. Bas- 
com views it, and a united spirit is the 
only profitable one in any community.

James P. Magenis of Boston is at home

The first report of the medical inspec- 


tors who three months ago were assigned 
to the task of making daily examination 
of the pupils of the public schools of New 
York city, is of interest to those who have 
been devoting themselves to the advance- 
ment of school hygiene. The inspectors 
made 14,346 visits to schools having an 
enrollment of 149320 pupils, and exam- 
ined more than 63,000 children. Asare- 
ault of these examinations, 4,183 children 
were temporarily excluded from 
the 


schools for various reasons, more than 
half of the number from the membership 
of the grammar schools. The most prev- 
alent cause of exclusion was parasite dis- 
ease of the head, no less than 2,627 such 
cases having been discovered by the in- 
spectors. The next cause of exclusion 
was contagious affection of the eye, which 
barred 700 pupils. 
Skin diseases com- 


pelled 175 pupils to remain at home. One 
hundred and sixty-seven ohildrenwere sus. 
pected of having the diphtheria, and the 
disease developed in 91 cases; 83 children 
were suspected of having the measles, 
and that disease developed in 51 cases; 20 
bona ficie cases of scarlet fever were re- 
ported, almost two-thirds of the number 
of suspected cases; and there were 26 
cases of whooping cough, 117 cases of 
mumps, and 93 cases of chicken-pox.

Williams College Athletic 


Council Preparing to 


Make Improvements- 


THE WHOLE PLAN TO BE CHANGED 


Grounds to be Drained. 
New Running 


Track and Commodious Grand 


Stand to be Built, 
To Have 


a First Class Athletic 


Field. 


The people of 'Williomstawn and all this 


section will be gratified to learn that the 
Williams college athletic council has de- 
cided to make very 'general and marked 
improvements on Wenton field and to 
bring it up to the standard of the best 
athletic grounds in this country. 


Weston field was purchased and pre- 


sented to the college a number of years 
ago by ex-Lieutenant Governor Byron 
Weston of Dalton to be used by the stu- 
dents as a ball field and general athletic 
ground. It was fitted with a baseball 
diamond, a circular cinder path and a 
grand stand, which constitute about all 
the improvements that were made. The 
field is superior to any the Williams stu- 
dents ever had before, but with the con- 
stant growth of interest in baseball, foot- 
ball and general college at h let hies it has 
come to be realized that the grounds in 
their present condition are not up |to the 
demand of the times, hence the action of 
tbe council, which has full charge and 
control of all matters pertaining to the 
athie t hies of the college. 


The council is composed of nine men, 


three representing the students, three the 
faculty and three the alumni. Us present 
makeup is as follows: Alumni—Dr. F. W. 
Olds, piesident; E. M. Jerome, graduate 
treasurer; 
Charles 
Buckley Hubbell. 


Faculty—Professor Kice, Professor Rus- 
sell and Professor Lefavouv. Students— 
Twitchell, Wood, Waterman. 


Engineer Thomas Butler of New York 


city is now in Williamstown to lay out the 
work and estimate the cost of the pro- 
posed improvements. The design is to 
thoroughly drain and grade the grounds, 
enclose them with a new fence, build a 
new running track which will be oblong 
instead of circular, erect a new grand 
etand and tear down or remove the old 
one to a new location, and to leave noth- 
ing undone which it may be necessary to 
do to make the grounds all that can be 
desired as an athletic field. 


Engineer Butler laid out Berkley oval 


and Manhattan field in New York and 
done similar work for Columbia and Dart- 
month colleges. Heia an authority on 
such matters and was secured for this 
work because only the best is|wanted and 
will be had. His idea is that an oblong 
running track is far superior to one in cir- 
cular or oval form, as it gives the runners 
straight work most ot the way around the 
course. The ball field will be Inside of the 
track. 


Of late years the Williams college ath- 


letic teams have found themselves at 
some disadvantage when competing with 
other college teams, owing to the lack of 
a suitable field for training, and yet in 
spite of this they have made some very 
good records. What the council wishes 
to do is to place the athletic work on a 
thoroughly sound basis, to keep it strictly 
within the bond* ot college athletics and 
to make it as much of a credit to 
the 
college 
and the students 
as 


possible. 
To do this, proper facilities 


must be had. Laselle gymnasium affords 
ample accommodations for indoor work, 
and to provide out-door opportunities 
equally as good is what the athletic coun- 
cil has set itself about. 


It is estimated that the cost of the pro- 


posed work will be from $12,000 to $15,000. 
Owing to the character of the soil the 
drainage will be very expensive, but it 
will be thoroughly done and all of the 
other work will be done equally as well. 
An effort will be made to raise the re- 
quired funds by subscriptions from the 
alumni, whose loyalty to Williams and in- 
terest in its athletic as well as its other 
work will undoubtedly lead to a prompt 
and generous response to the call. 


This matter is of interest outside of 


Williamstown and Williams college, for 
the baseball and football contests on 
Weston field are, owing to the orderly 
way in which they are conducted and to 
the skill and vigor displayed, matters in 
which the general public of Northern 
Berkshire takes pleasure and pride. It is 
therefore to be earnestly hoped that 


nothing will prevent carrying out to the 
letter the liberal plans of the athletic 
•council, whose aim is to give to Williams 
college at athletic field inferior to that of 
no college in the United States.
